Safe and sound 


Children’s weekend 
move goes smoothly

Just after 6 a.m. Saturday, 5-month-old Emil- 
iano Vazquez became the first of 126 patients to 
leave Children’s Memorial Hospital in Lincoln 
Park for the hospital's new downtown facility, 
his sleepy eyes barely open as he was wheeled 
into an ambulance on a stretcher loaded with 
medical equipment and teddy bears. 

Just a few hours later, the boy—who is de- 
pendent on a ventilator while he is treated for 
a muscle deficiency—already had settled into a 
ptivate room at the new Ann & Robert H. Lurie 
Children’s Hospital in Streeterville, touching 
his mother’s hand as he wiggled in a specially 
designed crib and sucked on a pacifier. 


“(areat things are going to happen here,” sail 
his mother, Patricia Ocampo. “You can feel it. 
You can sense it.” 

After about 14 hours of moving all the pa- 
tients safely to the new hospital, Children’s 
Memorial Hospital officially closed at 8 p.m., 
hospital officials said. 

Emiliano’s new room on the 14th floor of the 
new facility was quite an improvement from the 
room he shared with at least four other infants 
in the neonatal intensive care unit at the old 
facility. Instead of being jammed into a corner 
surrounded by medical equipment, the boy and 
his parents had plenty of room all to themselves, 
enjoying the natural light flooding in through a 
huge window with a stunning view of the city’s 
skyscrapers. 

“We love it,” said Emiliano’s father, Sergio 
Vazquez. “T think it was a long time coming for 


(hicage.” 

Both the old and new hospitals were buxzicu, 
with activity Saturday. More than twa ceazer 
ambulances were lined up autside the Lincols 
Park hospital at 5 a.m., ready La pick up patience 
from two bays and take them about 4 miles 
south to the new facility. 

The difference between the haspitals is strike 
ing. The new building, a gleaming, 23-stery 
tower sheathed in glass, is hlled with spaciaus 
lobbies, brightly colored walls ancl picture win: 
dows with views of the city ar#l Lake Michigan. 

“T don’t feel like a rat stuck in a cage any- 
more,” said Oksana Podilehuk, whose I-pcar- 
old daughter, Naia, is recovering fram a bare 
marrow transplant ina roora looking north over 
Lake Michigan. “This is nice, It has a resort 
type feel to it. ... The fact that we're near the 
water, it plays a huge role.”

3 killed, 3 wounded at pool 
party shooting near Auburn 


AUBURN, Ala. Two former 

Auburn University football 
players and another man were shot 
dead and three people including a 
current player were wounded when 
an argument at a pool party at an 
off-campus apartment complex es- 
calated, police said Sunday. 

Two of those shot to death, Ed- 
ward Christian and Ladarious Phil- 
lips, both 20, played for Auburn 
previously. A current team member, 
Eric Mack, 20, was wounded and 
admitted to East Alabama Medical 
Center. His condition was not released. 

The third fatality was Demario Pitts, 20, police said. 

Auburn Police Chief Tommy Dawson identified the sus- 
pect as 22-year-old Desmonte Leonard of Montgomery, 
Ala., and said he was being sought on three counts of capi- 
tal murder. 

Leonard fled the scene in a white Chevrolet Caprice with 
two other men, who were considered “persons of interest,” 
Dawson said, declining to identify them. The vehicle was 
found abandoned in nearby Macon County. 

US. Marshals and the FBI were aiding the investigation, 
Dawson said at a news conference. 

Police received a call reporting shots fired at 10:03 p.m. 
Saturday and Christian was pronounced dead at the scene. 
Two men died at the hospital.

it’s not Nick Offerman committing these 
acts. It’s much more vulnerable when it’s 
just me and the audience and I sink or 
swim when it’s my material. It’s been really 
interesting but really gratifying.

do, and I would build scenery for other 
plays and then I started working at the 
Goodman and Steppenwolf. I was a fight 
choreographer. Year-round I had a full 


plate. There’s nothing like the Chicago 
theater community for a young actor to 
cut their teeth. 


There were so many people around the 
city who went on to have success. Did you 
realize there was so much talent there at 
the time? 

I’m not surprised. I would have been 
surprised 15 years ago that we would get 
to the level that some of us have gotten 
to. Now that it’s water under the bridge, it 
makes perfect sense to me. There’s some- 
thing about the Chicago theater commu- 
nity that breeds a pure artistic work ethic. 
It’s common knowledge in Los Angeles 
and New York that actors from Chicago 
are a really dependable crop. I see it all 
around me, year in and year out, when 
they need somebody good in comedy and 
drama, they turn to Chicago theater.

where they mentioned wanting to kill me 
and a couple where they were detailed saying, 
“I’m going to kill her at this specific show,” so 
my management wanted me to cancel some 
shows. 


Was there any impulse to tone down your 
act? 
No. I thought to myself, “Am I supposed to 
quit comedy?” Then I was like “[bleep} no” 
and wanted to come even harder after that. If 
anyone was going be offended by that 
joke, I don’t want them to be in the 
audience in the first place. I want 
smart people to enjoy what ’m 
talking about. If they don’t like 
it, that’s fine, too. 


Who would you ideally roast? 
Does it get any better than Charlie 
Sheen? 

I think whoever is in the hot seat at the 
moment. I guess like John Travolta right now 
with that stuff with him [bleeping] off with 
the massage therapists. 


You recently posted on Twitter “[Bleep] girls 
is good, [bleep].” I’m assuming you were 
talking about the HBO show. 

Yeah, I was talking about the show. I’m really 
digging that [bleep]. 


It makes sex seem so terrible. 

Yeah, but that’s a weird age for sex. In col- 
lege, you’re just drunk and {bleeping} and 
you don’t know what your body is like and 
you're just hoping you’re not grotesque and 
someone is going to want to have sex with 
you twice.

If the title track isn’t featured in at least an 
FX promo spot, it’s a real waste. 

Potter’s gravelly vocals throw out lines like, 
“I found the heart of a lion/ in the belly of the 
beast/ And I held it in my hand/ and I could 
feel, I could feel the beat” over pulsing tribal 
drums. Add in a few references to tearing up 
Nevada roads on an easy rider and plenty of 
fuzzy guitar riffs —it’s just too perfect. 

The rest of the album stays fairly firmly 
rooted in the vein of slow-burn rock. The Black 


Keys’ Dan Auerbach co-wrote several of the 
tracks here, including “Never Go Back,” which 
has a definite blues feel layered with some fresh 
synth to keep it from getting too heavy. 

Despite Potter’s killer rock voice, listen- 
ers don’t get a good sense of her range except 
on the ballad “Stars,” which strips away to a 
piano-and-acoustic background that helps her 
shine. 

“The Lion The Beast The Beat” should 
find favor with fans of the band’s bluesy alt- 
rock sound. Those who came to know Potter 
from the band’s 2010 rock single “Paris (Ooh 
La La)” should especially enjoy the foot- 
stomping “Runaway.” 

If there were any fears that the album 
would lean more folk-rock after Potter’s col- 
laboration on country star Kenny Chesney’s 
“You and Tequila,” the first few tracks take 
care of clearing that up. It’s another album of 
solid, fan-pleasing rock tracks for the singer 
and crew.
